Opium smoking is 2 dirty habit; and the 
divans in which it goos on are cortainly as 
a rule most uncleanly dens. It is true that 
tho domiciles surrounding them aro not 
much’ more. inviting, and that aff eanitary | 
laws are generally act at-uqught in every 
Chinese village, town, aud city. Noverthe- 
less the fact remains that opium smoking is 
an incentive ‘to idleness and dirt in person 
and divelling.. So if Dr. Duparow wishes 
to indulge in conclusions, why not accuso 
the opium merchants of causing cpidemivs ; 
then, arguing from ‘want of energy in 
officials, rseribe to than the Tebollions, the 
famines, tho floods and fires that ocea- 
sionally desolate the Middle Kingdotn. 
There iy nothing like being thorough: If 
opium awoking was tho real eause of the 
overthrow of Chinces arma in the Chino- 
Japanese War, it is 20 doubt also respon- 
sible for the uther ills that have afflicted 
the nalion, 

For our prt. we are not disposed to go 
quite so far as Dr, Dupaxon. We nigh}, 
with as much justice, lay the blame of the 
French dofcat in 1370 tv the use by French- 


| men of that jnsidious poison absinthe. The 


real cause of the collapse of Napo.ron HI’s 
armies was to be found ia their unprepared 
condition, to tho corruption that had 
exwkered the Imperi:l Government, Very 
similar causes operated in Ching, when her 
troops went forth to meet the disciplined 
and well armed soldiers of the Mrcano. 
For more than tio decades that arch 
gcoundrel Li Hune-coane, in his post of 
Viveroy of the metropolitan provinec aud 
Superintendent of Northern Trade, had 
evjoyed a free hand in orgunising the 
nutiounl defences. He and his minions had 
beon entruated with the task of creating a 
navy, maintaining il in efficiency, erecting 
fortifications, organising, drilling, and arming 
the Lroops, and of creating transport, commis+ 


sariat, und other service corps, Immense 
sums of money passed through this man's 
hands, snd if properly employed thiey would, 
doubtless hava ‘suflicyd for the purpose, or 
at any rate have created an army and uavy 
that could have mado some stand against a 
foc.
